GREAT VHF SKIP...With still about one year to go before sun- 
spot activity reaches a peak, F2 DX on the 30-50 Miz band has 
been phenomenal. PSB Dkers in the eastern part of North 
America have been swamped with signals from the western areas 
=-many have been hearing the massive jumble of 39 MHz two-way 
services from Los Angeles on en almost daily basis. On 41 
MHz, European TV audio has been logged very frequently, with 
often very strong signals. Just above 50 Miz, the 6 meter 
amateur radio band has opened up between Oregon and Florida, 
Maritime Canada and California, and South America end the 
eastern U.S. DX has even been possible on 48.25 Miz British 
V audio, and 50 Miz signals have been heard across the ocean 
in Burope. If you don't have a 30-50 Miz receiver, you're 
missing some great DX. There now seems to be a good chance 
for transcontinental ¥2 on channel 2 in North America!

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STATE OF THE CLUB 


The purpose of this report is to reflect on the activities of the club 
during the past year and focus on what can be done in 1979. Let's first take 
a look at 1978. 

The past year showed greater support from our western members with our 
first western VUD editor, Frank Aden. Frank handled the editorship well, but 
the increasing lack of technical articles and other problems brought about his 
resignation. @ 

Two new publications, EFM and Ondas FM, both by Mike Dorner, appeared 
during 1978, Unfortunately, inflation has forced the price of some club 
supplies upward. 

Club membership hit an all time high of 358 during 1978. The club 
received widespread publicity through familiar sources such as Communications 
World, Communications Handbook, WRTH, and ANARC. We did, though, get publicity 
from a rather new source, that being shortwave stations such as Radio 
Nederland and HCJB. WIFDA received many plugs on their weekly. DX programs, for 
which we're very grateful. A mass mailing was sent to about 300 TRCA/NRC 
members, which brought in 15 new WTFDAers. 

Our convention was held in Louisville in 1978, and although it was 
well-attended, not as many as expected were present. Co-host Wayne Murphy 
reports that about £50 to $60 was made on the convention, but HQ has yet to 
receive a financial statement. 

Looking ahead to 1979, we can look forward to many new innovations in 
the VUD from new editor-in-chief Bill Thompson. Bill's combination of 
technical expertise and a degree in English should make for a fine product 
in the months to come. 

A new edition of the WIFDA TV Station Guide, earmarked for last year, 
should be ready in 1979. We have had several problems with the’ new Guide. The 
current situation is this: In August, Frank Aden completed the manuscript and 
sent it to Ron LeBlanc in Louisiana for work on the maps. Three months later, 
Ron sent it back to Frank, return receipt requested. Unfortunately, it 
hasn't been received in Oregon, and the post office feels it's probably 
somewhere in that state. Publications manager Morrie Goldman is in charge of 
the project, and hopes to have a finished product soon. 

As soon as the TV Station Guide is ready, work will begin in earnest on 
a new Translator List. The old List is no longer in print, and with rapid 
changes in translators, it's far out of date now. WIFDA will also get a new, 
revised edition of the introductory booklet, Beyond Shortwave. The new 
edition will feature brief articles on propagation, TV, FM and PSB DX, plus 


“several new items. Target date for it is early this spring. 


On a sour note, it appears that we will soon have to increase dues. At 
the present rate, we are losing money on each membership. Printing costs have 
risen dramatically, and postage increases mean we're now paying a minimum of 
48¢ more per member for postage. It seems evident that postage will increase 
again soon. The expected increase will put membership dues at £13 per year. 
There will be time before the increase is effective so members can extend 
their membership at the old rate. WIFDA has been able to avoid a dues 
increase for nearly four years because of good management, profits made on 
publications, and a healthy bank balance that hovers around the $3,009 mark. 
With the bills coming in shortly for publishing the TV Station Guide, the 
Translator List, and Beyond Shortwave, that balance will go down quickly. 

This year's convention will be in Baltimore, and hosts Don Blevins and 
Tom Yingling are already hard at work planning for it. Unlike past years, 
there will be many attractions for the PSB DXer, plus talks on FW and TV DK. 

It is hoped that membership by the end of 1979 will surpass 400. Another 
mailing to BCB DXers is planned, plus we will go after shortwave Dyers. 
Hopefully, we will again get good play from various electronic publications, 
plus|artiolex’ aout the club end’ nobby |Last year enberstip. erey only) nal? 
as fast as in the past two years, due to the poor DX conditions and the lack 
of TV/Fw/PSB DX articles in major publications. 

Though it may be repetitious to many of you, the club needs your support 
to continue. We encourage you to report to VUD columns and write technical 
articles. We always appreciate your comments about how the club is 
operated.

Finally! I would like to thank all of the patient folks who have been 
waiting quite some time for this article. I hope everyone finds something 
interesting. 

How the system works - There are some stations which just won't verify 
no matter what you do. Almost. Invariably a personal visit to a station with 
report in hand will get you your prized verie (if you ask nicely). However, 
making a trip to a station out of your local area is out of the question in 
most cases. This is where the QSL Bureau comes in. You are not alone in the 
verie game; a large number of members who collect QSLs are in exactly the 
same situation as you. If we were all willing to sppend couple of hours 
each month visiting our local stations with other member's reports, it is 

__ obvious that everyone's verie total would be very close to 100% 

Mechanics of the system - After you have sent a verie request to your 
prized DX catch, give the station a reasonable amount of time to answer you. 
T was curious as to just what constitutes a "reasonable" length of time, so 
I took some arbitrary pages from my log book and came up with the following: 
70.3% of the stations responding with a QSL took between 0 and 30 days; 13.3% 
took 31 to 60 days; and those stations taking longer than 60 days weighed in 
at 16.2%, with most answering within 90 days. From this I think that 50 days 
is not an unreasonable length of time to wait before taking follow-up action. 
By follow-up action, T am not talking about sending another report! Use the 
QSL Bureau. Use the list of station "managers" and find the person who has 
volunteered to manage stations in the area your holdout is located. Once you 
know who that is, send him a copy of your report, SASE, and a nice little 
note thanking him for making a super effort to support brotherhood via 
DXing. This involves some amount of effort on behalf of the volunteer 
"manager", as it will require a personal visit to the station using some 
diplomacy. 

Volunteer!!! - The only way this thing will work is for all of you to 
sign up right now. Simply send me a note telling what stations, or what 
geographic area you would like to be responsible for. As an example: all 
metro L.A. stations, all stations within a 50 mile radius of Macon GA, etc. 
Once you do that, I'll make sure that your name appears in print in 
periodic updaters in the clubs. I am setting this up as a nonpartisan 
operation, and this is being sent to WIFDA, IRCA and NRC 

Side Effects - Some additional benefits to be derived from this system 
will be of benefit to the entire club as well as the QSL collector. When 
visiting the station and requesting a verie, I have found that stations are 
more than happy to supply a quick note written on a piece of their letterhead 
stationary. This looks so much nicer than a PPC. Also, whenever I visit a 
station T always play "20 Questions" with the GM or whoever will talk to me, 
Some interesting questions you might ask are: "When is your frequency check?", 
‘what are your hours of operation™™, etc., etc. I find that taking atone my 
YRC log (or FN Atlas) really impresses station people. And when T ask them 
to make pencil changes or additions to their entry in my log, I've made a 
friend for life. 

The List - These kind (and patient) souls have already volunteered to 
manage their local-area stations. Let's hope we can regularly add to the 
list.

We have these words from new member Robert Grant: "I very much enjoyed 
the 1978 tropo season. Due to antenna limitations (a small, indoor RCA rabbit 
ears antenna with click matching and a moveable UHF double loop), I could 
only DX during the late: night and pre-sunrise hours. My best catch was a 
375 mile tropo WBRE-TV 28 Wilkes-Barre PA at 6AM August 21."

REVIEW: PANASONIC RF-1115 
AM-FM-PSB RECEIVER

Por those DxX"ers who are looking for a better than average re- 
receiver that covers the PSB, the Panasonic RF-1115 is an excellent 
choice. I happened to discover this receiver when I was interested in 
monitoring the Chicago Police Department which transmits on the UHF 
band. In this brief article I will point out the features that I feel 
makes this receiver outstanding for the DX'er. 


Location of Controls: The controls are designed to make operation of 
he Receivers teniee quick and easy. 


Gontrols and their functions: Two helpful features for the Dx’er are 
the followings FW AFC ewitch,that is © defeatable AFC and the Dial 
light button, which allows for operation of the receiver at night with- 
out disturbing the non-DX'ers of your household... which helps main- 
tain your late nieht DX activities. Also included on the receiver is 

a Recording Output Jack, which will help the Dx*er keep a permanent re- 
cord of his DX'ing. 


Selectivity: Is above average. This is based on the fact that I was able 
to seperate stations on the FM band with relative ease. Example: WYCA- 
92.3 transmits with 30,000 watts right down the road from my location 
and I have no difficulty with reception of stations on 92.1 or 92.5 . 


DX capabilities: My best reception on the- 


EM Band: WIOT 104.7 Toledo, Ohio during a recent 
average trovo opening. 


VHP-Hit U.S.C.G. in Milwaukee about 95 miles away. 


UHE: Some mobile-telephone reception within the 20 
mile range. 


BOB (AM): Some excellent reception of local channel 
stations; but nothing spectacular. 


Listening Range: 
UHE: 450-512 MHz, PSB: 136-174 MHz, EM: 88-108 wiz 
AM 525-1605 KHz 


Specifications and Diagrams: Were not included with the receiver, It 
has been a recent trend by manufacturers not to include these as they 
feel that the general public is not interested or technically inclined. 
But they could probably be obtained by writing to Panasonic. 


Overall, I would recomrend this receiver for the beginner to 
the veteran. The price is not prohibative either which is a brake for 
all DX'ers.

‘awARIn Sault Ste, Marie ON, CJIC-TV, a CBC station formerly on Ch.2, haf moved to Ch. 5 
with the same calls. CKCY-1V, a CTV affiliate, now occupies Ch. 2. This Is what is 
referred to as a "twin-stick operation"; that Is, the two stations share the same 
tower, are housed In the same building, etc. This Is believed to be the first time 
such an operation has been Initiated between a government-run CBC station and a 
private CTV affiliate. 

sttA#Representatives from the Ontario communities of Caramat, Ignace, Longlac, Nakina, 

PiekYe Lake, and South Bay have gone before the CRTC to plead for retention of thelr 
low-power television transmitters. The stations were initiated by David Brough, who 
is applying to the CRTC for low-power stations in 25 remote areas. His group, called 
Northern Access Network, has been criticized for copyright violations and a high 
degree of U.S. programming, among other things. The citizens of the 6 towns have 
filed separate applications for the stations in thelr areas, in order to guarentee 
continuation of service in case Brough's applications are denied, which is highly 
probable. 

‘xktetThree Detroit MI stations (WJBK-2, WDIV-4, WXYZ-7) are reportedly being experimentally 
beamed by satellTte to Canadian CATV systems to demonstrate "how cable companies are 
not restricted to their own area." Canadian CATV systems are reaching a level of 
high sophistication--carrying such things as House of Commons debates and CRTC hearings 
via satellite. 

‘*HEARA news cooperative has been formed between the 6 stations of the Global Network and 
TRND Wianepes, CFAC Calgary, CITV Edmonton, and CKVU Vancouver. They will exchange 
News reports amongst each other by satellite with the expressed purpose of creating 
a more effective news link between Ontario and the Western province: 

‘#H#A#TVO's Northern Ontario stations are finally in operation after much pressure on the 
OntarTo government, which had decided to postpone the project. TVO now consists of 
9 transmitters. (Could someone send me a list, please??) New stations in Owen Sound, 
Tinmins, North Bay, and a host of communities along Lake Ontario are planned. Each 
transmitter is fully automated and all stations carry the CICO call letters. 


MEANWHILE, BACK IN THE STATES..... 
‘RERFor those Of you who may wonder why | listed one of the translator applications with 
three "et cetera'?s in the location, it's because the full official location is a 
bit lengthy: "Los Altos, Los Gatos, Mountain View, Palo Alto, San Jose, Santa C' 
Saratoga, and Sunnyvale CA." No fooling! That's how the FCC lists it! Whew! 
‘AtAAHA battle has ensued In El Paso TX between the applicants for a religious TV station 
‘on Ch. 14 and Motorola, Inc. The latter operates various UHF radio services from - 
the highest mountain in the area. The TV group has rented an adjacent spot on the 
mountain for their antenna. Motorola, however, strenuously objects to this, claiming 
that damaging interference will resuit to their services from the Ch. 14 transmitter. 
As a result, they shut down the only tramway up the 6000-ft. mountain in order to 
deny access to the Christian group. The latter responded by acquiring land at the 
bottom of the mountain, preventing Motorola from access to the tramway. The FCC, 
meanwhile, sits idly by, saying that there is nothing they can do in the sityation. 
For months now, both groups have been using helicopters for adpss to their antennas! 
‘eketVacant Ch. 35 in Orlando FL is in the middle of a complicated struggle among several 
{groups to operate the channel, left vacant by the demise of bankrupt WSWB-TV. A 
Florida state court awarded the bid to Omega Communications, who applied to the 
FCC for transfer of the license (which had been placed into receivership). Two other 
groups, Turner Communications, and the Christian Broadcasting Network, have drawn 
petitions to deny. Turner has purchased the transmitter site; however, CBN has 
purchased the transmitter on the site, and most of the statiors equipment. A spokes- 
man for CBN said "there may be many months of years of further litigation!’ 
*4*44Als0_in Florida: For a small station, WIVX-34 has its share of large problems. The 
Treele G000-watt CBS affiliate in Ft.Pierce has trouble attracting an audience to 
begin with, but will have even more trouble when Ch. 25 hits the air in West Palm 
Beach. (It, too, will affiliate with CBS). Its only claim to fame is carrying the 
blacked-out Miami Dolphins games, Recently, the FCC fined the station for "clipping" 
commercials during network and syndicated programming. To top things. off, their 
application for an 1100-foot tower was denied by Martin County, where a law states that 
no tower may exceed 4 stories in height.

Some good tropo openings developed in various areas in November, but no real 
surprises have been noted. Midwestern and Northeastern areas had Some long 
periods of cold weather during November, but the more southerly regions had 
Generally better weather-—and a few good, openings out to over 300 miles on VHP. 

Some of the more interesting catches have been reported by Michael Hollis in 
southwestern Kentucky, who logged UHF from Texas at almost 700 miles on the 
morning of the 19th, and also saw some good catches from Louisiana (as far 
south as New Orleans), Alabama, and Mississippi at distances up to 500 miles on 
the evening of the 18th. = 

Good Atlantic coastal tropo conditions in the 500-mile range also took place 
during November. Connecticut Dxer Rich Turcsany reports several Virginia and 
North Carolina UHF and VHF loggings during the 3rd through 6th period. Balti- 
more bier Ton Tingling caught UEP fron New Bgland during that session. Also, 
on the 11th and 12th, central Mlorida Dxer John Combs caught some interesting 
loggings from the Carolinas at distances of over 500 miles. 

Nany very good opportunities Zor transatlantic 1 Di--or at least 2 audio 
Tk--have taken place in the past two months. British TV audio on 41.5 MHz, as 
Well as French I'V audio on 41.25, has been easily heard on an almost daily 
basis throughout most of eastern North America. On some occasions the trans— 
atlantic F2 MUF has risen to 50 Miz or above, and British video "sync buza" 
has been evident strongly on 45 Wz, so transatlantic video DX has already been 
possible for those equipped for it. 

The best time to check for signa of European TV audio on 41.25 and 41.5 is 
the mid-morning (local time) period. Your editor's experience with it has been 
that it is first audible around 0900 (on a good day), peaking in the 1030-1130 
period. The BBC! outlet in Northern Ireland seens to dominate 41.5 from this 
QUH, and can be identified easily from their “local” Northem Ireland newscast 
often noted around 1055 BST, Almost on every occasion, this editor has noted 
French audio on 41,25 at the same time, with the French signals peaking a bit 
earlier in the morning than the British.

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A PORTABLE 


FM RECEIVER 


by Peter Sawatzky, VESIXQ 


While many portable multi-band radios may be obtained on today's market, 
few, if any, can lay claim to Mi broadcast band specifications (if even given 
by the manufacturer) for sensitivity and selectivity which would be of any real 
interest to the serious MI DX'er, 

Further to my Pioneer KP500 "Supertuner" automobile FM receiver review (VOD 
Sep. 77), I. shall here est a scheme to enable conversion of the KP500 into 
a completely self-contained portable re- 
ceiver, including Eechargestle battery 
(with charging circuitry), speaker, and 
antenna, as well as numerous other fea- 
tures to facilitate its use as a truly 
Portable Ix-quality unit. With a sensi- 

‘Avity of 1.1 uV THF into 75 ohms and 
alternate channel selectivity of about 
75 4B (according to manufacturer's spec- 
ifications), and in actual comparisons KP500 
found to be not significantly worse in 
terms of these specs than the classic Heathkit AJ-15, it can be readily seen 
that such a unit, if truly portable, would enable the FM DX'er to obtain very 
good results indeed during any opening when not at his home QTH. Realistic— 

» Many of us are not at home just as that opening, which we read about two 
nonths later, occurs, Those not familiar with the specifications of the KP500 
should check the aforementioned article. 

TI shall not claim that at this time the Pioneer "Supertuner" series is the 
“best” car FM receiver in terms of DX capabilities, but it certainly ‘"repre- 
gente" the state of the art. The KP500 was chosen from the "Supertuner" series 
for portable conversion primarily in view of its being the lowest priced of the 
series (approximately $150 in the US). Its distinctive features include a 
"local/DX" switch (found very useful in locations very close to FM transmitters 
to avoid front-end overload), an interstation mting switch, stereo pilot lamp, 
separate bass and treble tone controls, a "loudness" switch (to provide a aif~ 
ferent bass tone control range), cassette tape player with fast-forward, rewind 
and auto-eject, and a power output of 8 watts RES. 

In addition to these and several other pleasing features on-the basic re- 
getver unit, the portable conversion shown schematically and photographically 

des: 

. (1) Stereo headphone jack (in the lower left corner of the unit). This Per 
nits the unit not only to be used privately with stereo headphones, but with 
a set of custom jumpers can be used to drive a set of large speaker systens 
When desired. ‘the unit has sufficient output power to accomplish this with 
favorable results, 

* 2) Left/right channel switch (in the upper left corner). It was deemed un- 
necessary to provide two speakers for portable applications in view of the 
significant increase in size of the unit that this would effect, the minimal 
stereo effect which would be realized from a uit of this size with on-board 
speakers, and the fact that stereophony is presumably seldom of major concern 
to the MM Dkter. Alternatively, the basic KP500 could have been internally 
tampered with to provide blending of the two channels. This would also have 
eliminated weak stereo signal noise.

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10) Battery check jacks (upper right corner). These jacks are connected 
directly to the battely teminals to provide voltmeter checks of the battery if 
necessary. 

11) Handle (Left side). A simple handle obtainable in a hardware store fe- 
cilitates transporting the unit. 

12) Rubber feet (on the bottom and right side of the unit). Adhesive rubber 
feet (8 in all) provide a cushioning effqct when setting the unit down as well 
as preventing the unit from sliding around (which can be a problem otherwise 
when inserting a cassette), The rubber feet on the right side facilitate 
transportation of the unit as it can be temporarily set down lengthwise by the 
handle without having to re-orient the unit.

his article is obviously not intended to be a piece-by-piece Popular Blec- 
trontte-type constraction syojects but has been written merely 1 end some in 
sight into how the serious Mil DX'er might make his hobby truly portable. Any 
number of modifications to this scheme are possible and additional useful fea~ 
tures might be added. 

Results were found extremely rewarding considering the construction time 
(one week of evenings) and the cost (about $250 including the basic KP500).

‘Those stations amneeeicad were full quieting at least about 50% of the time. 
Virtually all stations within a 100-mile radius were in full quieting nearly 
100% of the time. Since the whip antenna may be oriented as desired, results 
from the KP500 as a portable are superior to those obtained in a car-mounted 
unit, This is particularly evidenced by several frequencies on which more than 

one station was receivable. The superior selectivity of the KP500 is readily 
Yisible in the above list where numerous instances of distant stations 200 kia 
from semi-locals and locals can be seen. The phenomenal sensitivity and a] oa 
ently ‘weep quieting curve combine to produce a unit with a real DX feel abou’ 
it - i.e. each consecutive scan across the band appears. to produce more sta- 
tions struggling in out of noise and frequently into full quieting at distances 
approaching 250 miles, based only on minor minute-to-minute variations in the 
refractive index of the troposphere.
